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Panelists urge 
students to continue 
to fight for internet 
justice.

From the podium at the front of the 
University Student Union Ballroom, 
journalism professor John Shrader an- 
nounced: “Net neutrality may be the 
most important issue of [students’] 
lives.” ° 

Moderating a panel discussion of 
net neutrality on Wednesday, Shrader 
began the discussion with a comedic 
video that demonstrated the complex- 
ity of the topic by showing a handful 
of people who could not explain it. The 
Department of Journalism and Mass 
Communication and USU Program 
Council hosted the discussion in order 
to provide students with a deeper un- 
derstanding of net neutrality. 

The forum came two weeks after the 
Federal Communication Commission 
voted 3-2 to pass net neutrality regu- 
lations that prohibit Internet provid- 
ers from manipulating Internet traffic 
speeds. 

At the time, Verizon called the de- 
cision misguided, regrettable and 
wholly unnecessary. AT&T said it was 
not “healthy for the Internet ecosys- 
tem.” Comcast expressed concern and 
disappointment. While the telecoms 
were crushed, broadband consumers 
rejoiced—four million whom had con- 
tacted the FCC in support of net neu- 
trality. 

“Nobody should be allowed to pay 
more for their content to travel faster,” 
assistant journalism professor and pan- 
elist Gwen Shaffer said. ; 

She used the example of somebody 
who uses Comcast as his or her Internet 
service provider and also subscribes to 
Netflix. Under the new net neutrality 
rules, Comcast cannot slow down Net- 
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The USU Program Council and the Department of Journalism and Mass Communication hosted a panel 
discussing the issue of net neutrality in the USU Ballroom on Wednesday. 


flix to the point where customers start 
switching over to Comcast’s own video 
streaming service, Xfinity. 

Panelist Kathay Feng, the executive 
director of California Common Cause, 
said that students rely on the Internet 
to find jobs, take courses, communicate 
with their professors and many other 
things. For that reason net neutrality 
has the potential to greatly affect them, 
she said. 

Under the new FCC regulations, 
providers are considered common car- 
riers, and are under the same rules as 
telephone companies who must provide 
non-discriminatory service. 

“The [telecommunication] industry 
was already self-governed by its own 
knowledge of anti-trust laws,” econom- 
ics professor at Pepperdine University 


Dr. James Prieger said speaking via pre- 
recorded video at the forum. 

He said he believes the new net neu- 
trality rules will only stunt innovation 
by removing financial incentive to com- 
panies who invest in broadband infra- 
structure. 

Panelist Kathay Feng, the executive 
director of California Common Cause, 
said that the Internet should be treat- 
ed as.a public utility. Shaffer said that 
much of the infrastructure was built 
with the help of tax subsidies. 

Panelist Arturo Carmona, the execu- 
tive director at Presente.org, said that 
FCC’s decision is a critical civil rights 
issue. 

“Net neutrality allows unrepresented 
communities and working-class com- 
munities, communities that are often 
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ignored by the mainstream media, to 
have a means of communication,” Car- 
mona said. 

Since FCC’s passing of the regula- 
tions, telécommunications companies 
have already mobilized their lobbyists 
on Capital Hill in order to fight these 
new rules, Carmona said. In 2014, 
Comcast spent more on lobbying than 
Google and Koch Industries, which is 
some of the biggest corporations inthe 
world according to opensecrets.com. 

“You vote, Comcast doesn’t,” Shaffer 
said. “The scary, cynical thing is that 
[telecommunication companies] are 
counting on millennials not to vote. So 
if you don’t show up to vote, it is abso- 
lutely true that outside donations that 
come from Comcast and Verizon will 
make a difference.”

A study abroad expo on Wednesday 
encouraged students to study abroad

Overseas education is becoming a 
larger factor for students’ competitive- 


ness in the job market, according to’ 


Cecilia Fidora, the assistant director 
of California State University, Long 
Beach’s Study Abroad Programs. 

The Center for International Educa- 
tion hosted a study abroad expo this 
Wednesday that 15 affiliated organiza- 
tions and 10 on-campus services help- 
ing students go abroad attended. 

The Institute of International Edu- 
cation’s 2013-2014 Open Doors report 
showed that 289,408 students in the 
United States studied abroad. CSULB 
ranked sixth nationwide among cam- 
puses offering master’s degrees in terms 
of number of students sent abroad for 
long-term study. 

“[Studying abroad] is a career-en- 
hancing necessity for college students,” 
Fidora said: 

IIE is asking colleges in the U.S. to 
promote the Generation Study Abroad 
Initiative, which aims to double the 
number of students studying abroad 
by 2020. According to the Open Doors 
report, this would bring CSULB’s total 
from 684 students to 1368. 

“We offer personalized programs 


across 12 different locations,” said 
Danielle Minkler, a study abroad alum- 
na with Education First. The organiza- 
tion focuses on helping students learn 
through immersion in foreign cultures. 

According to IIE’s Generation 
Abroad website, 61 percent of employ- 


ers said that study abroad experience . 


was a positive addition to resumes, and 
72 percent agreed that knowing a sec- 
ond language was favorable. 

Studying abroad either costs the 
same as or is cheaper than studying 
at CSULB, according to the Center for 
International Education. Students pay 
CSU tuition while studying abroad 
through CSU programs. 

Linda Olson Levy, the international 
scholarship: adviser for CSULB, said 
that students have access to federally 
funded scholarships. The David Boren 
Scholarship, in particular, offers stu- 
dents with full funding for language 
study in unconventional -areas of the 
globe. Other scholarships may offer as 
much as $8,000 for at least one semester 
of study. : 

“Bottom line, we want people to go,” 
Fidora said. “It doesn’t matter whether 
they go through us or another agency.”

This year’s celebration will feature 
head dancers J. R. La Plante and Nat- 
alie Weeks, and head singer Herschel 
Kaulaity, among others. 

Stone. mentions that some of the 
focus will be on these people because 
they have found a balance between 
“two worlds.” 

“Our head dancers and head 
southern singer are people who have 
found that balance in life of knowing 
who they are,” Stone said. “They’re 
helping to assure that [American 
Indian] traditions carry ‘on through 


their actions, [and will] be carried on 
to the future.”

Compared ‘to other similarly devel- 
oped countries, the U.S. has one of the 
highest murder rates against civilians by 
the police by far.

The FBI’s “Crime in the United States” 
report concludes that law enforcement 
committed 410 “justifiable” murders in 
2012, and this is the most recently re- 
leased data. 

However, this does not account for 
any “unjustifiable murders,” so one must 
assume the actual number of murders is 
higher. 

Additionally, “only 750 of the nation’s 
17,000-plus law enforcement agencies 
contribute data to the FBI’s justifiable 
homicide database,” according to the 
Washington Post in Aug. 2014. 

In the UK, Channel 4 news reported 
that there were only two police-related 
fatalities in 2011-2012, while according 
to The Wire, German law enforcement 
only killed six people in 2011. 

According to Deutsche Welle, a Ger- 
man broadcast news source, German 
police are trained extensively on how 
and when to use a gun. 

With courses titled “Don’t Shoot,” stu- 
dents at German police academies are 
told to avoid reaching for their gun at 
almost all costs. 

Furthermore, training with guns not 
only includes target practice, but also 
several hours of role-playing exercises 
that teach students how to handle high- 
stress scenarios without utilizing a fire- 
arm. 

It is a rare and tragic incident when 
police in western European countries 
have to resort to murder as a means of 
public safety. 

In the U.S., it is relatively common,

Still, it took the video of NYPD offi- 
cer Daniel Pantaleo putting Eric Gar- 
ner into a lethal chokehold to convince

Another factor that differentiates the 
U.S. from other developed countries is 
that the U.S. has some of the most lax 
gun ownership laws. 

In Australia, where gun ownership is 
heavily regulated, only 5.2 percent of the 
population possesses a firearm according 
to a Licenses and Registered Firearms in 
Australia report. 

This leads to less crimes that involve 
firearms and police who are less inclined 
to use guns to protect themselves. 

Meanwhile, in the U.S, one third of 
the population owns a gun, according to

Drwing while black should not be an offense 


The Justice Department’s report on 
Ferguson, Mo., reveals a major problem. 
It describes how a predominately white 
police department waved off offenses by 
friends and family, all the while hound- 
ing the city’s black residents and run- 
ning a moneymaking scheme to protect 
officers’ jobs and power. 

Even for the St. Louis region, what 
happened in Ferguson is eye-popping. 
But it is also part of a larger pattern. 

In the 1990s, the Belleville, Ill., 
News-Democrat analyzed 175,000 traf- 
fic tickets to expose an organized at- 
tempt to harass black drivers from the 
nearby city of East St. Louis. In fact, 
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ham on the cover last year in an effort 
to depict healthy body images, which it 
promised to do in 2012.

Furthermore, magazines should 
reduce their use of Photoshop, only 
using it out of the utmost necessity. 
They should be using Photoshop to take 
out the bird that ruined a photo, not 
to minimize thighs and create higher 
cheekbones. 

With these changes, perhaps there 
can bea future for healthy body images, 
as well as decreased instances of eating 
disorders.

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‘The final run for LBSU great 


Mike Caffey sets his 
sights on NCAA 
glory and beyond.

Mike Caffey’s journey: from promis- 
ing prospect to one of the best players 
in Long Beach State basketball history 
began like many others — in the back- 
yard, shooting hoops with one of his 
biggest influences. 

Caffey was three when he started 
following his older brother, Mitch Jr., 
everywhere. Mike’s love of basketball 
solidified with the release of Space Jam 
in 1996, a year before he began playing 
organized ball. 

“My grandma had a court in the 


front and the back [yard],” Caffey said. + 


“[My brother and I] used to always 
play. Then I got involved in the YMCA 
team when I was five years old; that’s 
when I started playing with an organi- 
zation.” 

Caffey finished his junior year of 
high school as a relatively unknown. 
That all changed when he started 
playing for the Compton Magic the 
summer going into his senior year. _ 

The Compton Magic is part of the 
Amateur Athletic Union, one of the 
largest non-profit volunteer sports 
organizations in the United States. 

“TI was] playing with the top guys 
[in the state],” Caffey said. “I went 
to an All-American camp and was 
hanging out with the big guys. That’s 
probably when I really felt that I could 
be a high level Division I player.” 

Despite having success with a high 
profile AAU team, college programs 
only had limited opportunities to 
watch him play because of the pres- 
ence of Jahii Carson, one of the top 
point guard prospects in the country. 

LBSU head coach Dan Monson 


._ knew a lot of schools didn’t have the 


chance to watch Caffey play, which 
Monson said hurt Caffey’s recruitment. 
Monson immediately pounced at the 
opportunity to sign the talented point 
guard. 

“The amazing thing that I was so

The No. 8 Long Beach State men’s 
volleyball team will take on Har- 
vard and No.15 Penn St. Friday and 
Saturday without its top kill earner 
Cody Martin and top dig leader Ryan 
Windisch. 

Windisch injured his big toe after 
crashing into the bleachers during the 
matchup against Hawaii on Feb..27. 
Martin suffered an injury to his abdo- 


- men in a 3-1 loss to Hawaii on Feb. 2. 


The 49ers will miss Windisch’s leader- 
ship, both on and off the court. 

“He has great spirit on the court,” 
freshman outside hitter Bjarne Nikolai 
Huus said. “When I saw him get 
injured, I played a little bit for him 
because I felt like this was his [best] 
year. - 
Head coach Alan Knipe said Win- 
disch is feeling better and is expecting 
him back on the court soon. 

The 49ers (10-8, 7-8 Mountain 
Pacific Sports Federation) made an 
impressive statement, despite missing 
two of their top players, with back- 
to-back wins against No. 9 UC Santa 
Barbara and No. 10 UCLA. 

Huus made his first career start at 
Libero for LBSU in place of senior 
Windisch against the Gauchos on 
March 4. His effective communitation 
allowed him to be successful despite 
not having much experience at the 
position.

coach initially thought. In addition to 
all the Big West schools, UTEP and 
Boston College all showed strong 
interest in the Corona native, but none 
of them could have provided the op- 
portunity Caffey was seeking. 

“T felt like a freshman coming in I 
would play a lot of minutes,” Caffey 
said. “Everybody wants to go to the big 
schools, but they don’t play a lot. I fig- 
ured coming here, mid-major, playing 
[against] the level [of competition] we 
play, I felt like it was good for me.” 

Caffey was far from a finished 
product when he arrived in the 2011- 
12 season: He joined a team that had 
established starters in Casper Ware, 
Larry Anderson and James Ennis. 
Caffey said he was always nervous 
because he didn’t want to mess up and 
have the seniors yell at him. 

“T was always on edge to do the 
right thing,” Caffey said. “Casper 
[Ware] and Larry [Anderson] helped 
me out. They helped me become a 
better basketball player and leader by - 
watching what they did their senior 
year.” 

Caffey’s development as a player 
has been evident both in his stats and 
his demeanor on the court. He learned 
the importance of setting the right ex- 
ample from Mitch and the upperclass- 
man he played with. 

He understands it is imperative to 
set the right example for young play- 
ers like freshman Justin Bibbins and 
sophomores Travis Hammonds and 
Branford Jones, his roommate on road 
games. The fact that most of the play- 
ers either live together or in the same 
vicinity certainly helps strengthen that 
bond. 

Caffey admits he is not a vocal 
leader like his predecessors, and it is 
something he has to improve. Still, 
senior guard Tyler Lamb appreciates 
and admires Caffey’s style of play. 

“I love watching Mike play,” 
Lamb said. “We live together, so we 
go home and watch film. We’ll talk 
about some plays from games and 
stuff like that. He’s able to lead with 
his words but also go out there and 
lead by example.” 

Caffey worked hard to improve the 
weakest area of his game: shooting, 
particularly from three-point range. 


He shot poorly from deep the last two 
years (32 and 29 percent, respectively). 
He hovered around 40 percent for 
much of the season until his recent 
shooting slump. 

During summer school in 2014, 
Caffey went to the gym along with a 
few other coaches and players to put up 
shots, sometimes up to 1000 per day. 

“I would] Just work on my form,” 
Caffey said. “Last year I would kick 
my feet out when I shot or my elbow 
would be out, stuff like that. Shooting 
game speed reps and shooting more 
shots helped me out this year.” 

Now as he gets set for the final few 
games of his career, Caffey can’t help 
but think about his future, and he is 
not referring to his degree in Africana 
Studies. 

“T came here because I wanted to 
get a degree to have that by my name, 
but.the goal is to play basketball for 
money after [college],” Caffey said. 
“The goal is to play in the NBA. I 
don’t know how long it’II take or if it?11 
be right away, but that’s the goal. It’s 
either NBA or overseas. I’m going to 
do something after this.” 

Monson said he believes Caffey, 
much like former Big West Player of 
the Year Casper Ware, can play in the 
NBA, but maybe for only five teams. 
 “He’s got to get with the right team,’ 
Monson said. “He’s got to get with the 
right coach who appreciates his game. 
He’s not a no-brainer that is going to 
make it on any roster. His margin for 
error in the NBA will be small, but I’d 
much rather have that than not have 
any opportunity.” 

Caffey will leave LBSU with a laun- 
dry list of accolades and records, but 
his best memory to date is making it to 
the NCAA Tournament his freshman 
season, being in awe of charter planes 
and NBA arenas. 

His last chance to make new 
LBSU memories will in the Big 
West Tournament. He has been there 
before and failed to lead the 49ers to 
the NCAA Tournament. He’s aware 
of the pressure and accepts the chal- 
lenge. 

“I’m ready for it,” Caffey said. “TV. 
Big games. Big players are supposed to 
shine in these situations, so I’m ready 
for it big time.”

“T think the guys helped me a lot on 
the court,” Huus said. “I felt like they 
took care of me and I felt like I was 
playing with guys that I had known all 
my life.” 

LBSU stayed strong at the net 
against UCSB totaling a season high 
of 20 blocks, 15 of which came from 
senior middle blocker Taylor Gregory. 


After his performance, a career best, 

Gregory moved into a tie for fourth 

place in LBSU history for total blocks. 
“We’ve been working a lot on block- 


. ing with [assistant coach] Hildebrand 


in seeing the ball and getting a hand on 
the ball,” Gregory said. 

The 49ers defeated the Bruins in a 
tight five set thriller at Pauley Pavilion 
on March 6. Junior outside hitters Dan 


Glamack and John La Rusch earned 
their first career double-doubles with 
15 and 14 kills, respectively, and 12 
digs each. 

LBSU will start its longest home 
stand of the season on Friday when 
it takes on Harvard inside the Walter 
Pyramid. Last season, the 49ers defeat- 
ed Harvard (8-5, 3-2 Eastern Intercol- 
legiate Volleyball Association) to claim 
the UC Santa Barbara Invitational title 
before the start of league play. 

The 49ers also took down Penn St. 
(7-9, 4-0 EIVA) in three-sets during 
the Active Ankle Tournament. LBSU 
dominated the Nittany Lions sweep- 
ing the match 3-0 in front of the 1991 
National Championship team. 

The 49ers welcome the chance for 
the school to host a tournament and 
compete against schools they would 
typically only see during post-season 
matches. 

Knipe said he embraces the op- 
portunity for his team to play against 
opponents who play a different style 
of volleyball than what they are used 
to, and to switch around the line-up for 
the team on the court. 

“Tt gives you an opportunity to give 
some guys a chance who haven’t had 
many chances to play,” Knipe said.
